Rep Phil Crane has a good thing going. 
The Congressman from Illinois has introduced a bill to 
make Uncle Sam cough up when the federal government 
generates a civil suit against you and loses. When that 
happens. Crane wants Uncle to reim burse you for your 
lawyer’s fees and other costs. 
I say that's fair. And. high time! 
What was started as a government of and by and for the 
people is turning into a government out to get the people. 
Take the Internal Revenue Service as one example. 
Say the IRS disputes your tax report. You're guilty until 
proven innocent. If you have the guts and money, you can try 
to fight back But even if you win. what do you have? The 
principle of your victory can be small recompense for the 
principal you shelled out to prove your innocence. 
Take the case of the couple accused by the IRS of owing 
some $55,(KH) in back taxes. They went to court to fight, and 
won. Their tax liability was adjudged to be $170. But it cost 
them thousands of dollars *o defend themselves. 
In another case, the IRS tried to stick both a manufacturer 
and one of his retailers for the sam e excise tax. The 
manufacturer went to court, and won. His victory left him 
$25,000 in the hole. Some victory. 
The IRS is not the only snake in the pit. Other government 
agencies such as OSHA an* often as capricious in making 
charges and levying fines. They figure few citizens will, or 
can afford to, fight. As foi their side of the battle, ifs no 
dough out of their pocket. They rely on arm ies of attorneys— 
all on the taxpayers’ payroll 
to fight their cases. 
Phil Crane wants to put a stop to such inequities. He wants 
citizens to be able to present then case on merit instead of 
knuckling under to coercion If his bill becomes law. the 
citizen will at least know that if he wins his case he will be 
awarded court costs and legal fees. 
I hope Crane wins his point. 
For one thing, if these agencies are forced to reimburse 
the citizens they agrieve, perhaps their harrassm ents will 
slow down.

DEAR J.L. — I talked with the testing laboratory of 
one of the most widely advertised cake mixes, and was 
advised that age plays a small part in the success of 
cake made with a mix so dating the boxes would only 
mean confusion. The success of such a cake is depen­ 
dent on following the directions EX PLIC ITLY, lf you 
are to beat it two minutes that is it-two and a half 
minutes or three can prove fatal. Never overheat as that 
puts air in at the time, but then the cake falls flat. Also 
be sure your oven temperature is correct as it may be 
off a bit — have it tested. —POLLY.

should have been done years 
ago But we can’t do it We 
are just trying to avoid a 
calamity.” 
Jacobsen said that if the 
system is not paid for with 
outside funds he is prepared 
to ignore state and federal 
orders and continue to drain 
the villages sewers into 
neighboring watersheds and 
an abandoned quarry 
The mayor sent a letter 
Feb IO to President Ford, 
both 
U S 
senators 
from 
Ohio, his congressman, his 
state representatives, 
the 
state E P A and seven daily 
newspapers 
com plaining 
about the federal order 
J a c o b s e n 
e s t i m a t e s 
I >unkirk would have to come
